The fight for gay freedom at Sacra- 
mento State College has taken 4 new turn. 
The Student Senate voted at its last meet- 
ing & file a suit seeking to define the 
powers ot the college pre sident with regard 
to recognizing student organizations. The 
suit stems from actions taken by Acting- 
Presidents Otto Butz of SSC and Robert W. 
Burns of San Jose State College in refer - 
ence to non-recognition of the homosexua! 
freedom leagues at the two campuses. 

In & memorandum to Dr. Burns from 
the Office of Genera! Counsel, the state 
college system took 8 stand defending the 
San Jose State College president’ s action, 
citing the purpose clause of the club con- 
stitution. 

“The purpose of this organization is 
to develop an understanding of Gay 
Liberation, not alone within the context 
of the attainment of our own freedoms, 
but also in an intrinsic and organic 
part of the movement for peace and 
lberation in all of its aspects. 

“To these ends we will attempt to 
communicate through al! of the educa- 
tional processes, both to the gay and 
straight communities, as to what are 
the mvths and realities of homosexual 
life. 

“Through this organization we will 
also be moving substantially toward the 
abolition of all legislative sexual re- 
pression,” 

As grounds for denial of recognition, 
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the Office of General Counse! stated that 
a fair inference from this language is that 
at least some members of the group con- 
sider themselves to be homosexuals, The 
memorandum goes on further to say, not- 
ing the case of Acacia vs, Regents of the 
University of California, that: 


415, 647 and 650 1/2), gives the college 
president discretion in recognizing new 
campus organizations. 

As the memorandum concludes, ‘‘the 
question here is not whether a homo- 
sexual club may exist off the carpus as & 
non-recognized student association, nor 
whether a student who is a homosexual 
can be prevented from attending the col- 
lege or even being employed by it, In- 
stead, the question is simply whether San 
Jose State College may lawfully exercise 
its discretion to deny campus recognition 
to the San Jose Gay Liberation From. In 
our opinion, it may do so.” 


SSC campus women to 
share in Women’s Week

Just what do all these liberated gals 
want?!?"?!?! This and other que stions 
were the subject of 4 press conference 
held last Monday, March 16, featuring 
Kathryn Kenley Johnson and )30= Mary 
Catherine Taylor who spoke broadly on 
the subject later that day 

In stating the problem, Miss Johnson 
said, ‘Women face great discrimination,” 
in society. ‘‘Women don’t get the good 
jobs, even when they want them."" She 
stated that in this society, ‘ ‘It’s important 
thet women learn to be inferior,’’ that in 
this society, men tend to have shattered 
egos if women are superior in some way. 

Miss Taylor, in explaining the move- 
ment, noted that ‘There's 4 lot of stereo- 
types going around,”’ i.e, that of girls who 
have masculine voices, wear “horned- 
rimmed glasses and really means busi- 
ness,” or the “long haired hippie-type 
who throws away her bra,’ She stated 
that these stereotypes were false and that 
‘we want to communicote to all kinds of 
women,”’ 

Concerning men, Miss Taylor stated 
tet “Om ting women first learn in 
Women’s Liberation is that mendon’t have 


it so good either . . . Men are oppressed 
like women are,’’ because of the competi- 
tion in this society. 

Miss Taylor urged that society ‘‘change 
traditional sex roies,"’ She urged that the 
40 hour work week be rearranged so that 
both husband and wife could work and spend 
time at the house rearing whe children, 

Kathryn Johnson then pointed out that 
“there’s just not a great demand for babies 
anymore . . . Nowadays, one and a half per 
woman is enough’’; therefore the idea that 
women should spend most of ber time in 
the household is absurd. 

The schedule of the speakers for Wom- 
en’s Week was then announced at the end of 
the press conference. 

Scheduled for today is Sue F Lien Jacobs, 
a registered nurse and an advanced grad- 
wate student in anthropology, who will 
speak on the subject of “‘Women’s rights-—

During these violent times of social and political protest that see 
public officials assassinated, buildings burned and rioting in the 
streets, it is perhaps with some comic relief we can read about 
Governor Ronald Reagan being pelted with eggs last Friday after he 
dedicated San Jose’s new police headquarters, 

But the last laugh will probably be Reagan's because it is precisely 
this kind of childish action that is building him support and edging him 
closer to another four years as governor of California. While we 
disagree with many of Reagan's proposals, specifically his distorted 
outlook towards higher education and tuition, we realize it is this 
grade school, egg-throwing approach to disagreement that nurtures the 
Reaganites. 

Another, more constructive form of dissent was displayed Sunday 
as 43 veterans turned in their medals on a Mag-draped coffin at the 
Capitol in protest against the Vietnam war. Joe Kirchner, Sacramento 
State College student and leader of the ‘‘Veterans for Peace’ club on 
campus, should be commended for carrying on peaceful dissent within 
the framework of the law. 

Yet another alternative is open to students and dissatisfied con- 
stituents throughout our country, an alternative more effective than 
either bullets or eggs: a personal letter from you to your elected 
representative stating your grievances and calling for reform and 
justice,

Mime Troupe victim 
of campus repression 


In recent weeks the San Francisco Mime Troupe became the victim 
of repression on campuses in the Los Angeles area. Several per- 
formances which were to open their Southwest tour with Robert Scheer 
were cancelled or postponed due to decisions or pressure that the 
Troupe is too controversial, nxt educational or inappropriate. From 
six full engagements, including their major production, a Brecht play, 
a lecture demonstration, gutter puppets with the Gorilla Marching 
Band, and a talk with Scheer (in some cases), the tour in this area 
has been reduced to one Brecht performance and severa! noontime 
puppet and band engagements. A midnight Haymarket show and some 
unscheduled barnstorming are also planned. 


Not educationsi 


At UCLA, the Academic Senate and Committee for Educational 
Development refused the use of funds for a full program because the 
Troupe is not educational. The troupe ended up with two noontime 
puppets and band shows sponsored by the Associated Students. 

At Cal State L.A, the Mime Troupe kept a puppet and band per- 
formance after a student program committee, which was already 
under investigation for too much expenditure on black political speakers. 
The troupe tenaciously defended them before a controversial Review 
Board, which has previously disapproved of the Troupe. 

At Cal Poly San Luis Obispo, the program was cancelled afer a 
faculty advisor was threatened and the sponsoring student committee 
was advised tw obtain the approval of a controversial Review Hoard, 
which students said they had never heard of. 

At USC the Ecumenical Council bached down from a full engagement 
because of the Troupe’s controversial reputation and the very probable 
jeopardy to the sponsor’s work on campus; the past difficulties at 
Fullerton, and the fact that the head of the drama department is opposed 
to political drama, were specific examples the USC sponsors gave to 
support his supposition. The Associated Studeuts at USC refused the 
Troupe outright, saying they have had enough of politics and want more 
Spring-time” activity. 

\t Long Beach State « full program was also cancelled duc & 
technical reasons which the Mime Troupe challenged as total fabri. 
cation; the troupe's booker had been on the campus and dealt personally 
with the chairman of the entertainment committee, After settling all

Brown reviews position on military 
spending, opposition to tuition

Congressman George Brown, 
Democratic candidate for the U.S, 
Senate, in his presentation iast 
week, reviewed his fight in con- 
gress to reduce military spending 
and his opposition to tuition, 

Concerning military spending 
he stated, ‘‘the Pentagon is the 
largest waster of money in 
history.”’ He accused it of being, 
‘the greatest threat to our national 
security.”” He asserted that they 
have bought ‘“‘guns which don’t 
shoot, planes which don’t fly, and 
boats which don’t even float.” 

Brown went on to state that 
**most Americans would be willing 
to sack half our defense budget 
if Israel would lend us three of 
their generais,”’ He said that the 
reason that the defense department 
is so successful is that **they 
create speculative threat every 
time the appropriations comumittee 
votes on the defense budget. if 
we are going to move toward a 
peaceful world we don’t need the 
army as large as we have it now,”” 

Concerning tuition, he assured 
the audience that, ‘‘I have opposed 
tuition since it was run up 4s 4 
trial balloon several years ago.”’ 
He indicated that the key to in- 
creased financing of education was 
to reduce defense spending. 

Brown said that he opposed the 
plan to use part of the funds 
collected from tuition 4s student 
aid because ‘‘there wouldn't be 
adequate funds.”’ He said that it 
would ‘‘double the tax burden’’ of 
middie incom families who 
“would not be eligible’’ for the aid

collected from tuition, In other 
words, it would adversely affect 
the ‘‘ silent majority.’’ 

During the question and answer 
period, he stated that if there 
was no reduction of military 
spending, he would ‘stick the large 
corporations” with the bill for 
increased funds for higher edu- 
cation. 

When asked about the Indians’ 
demands for Alcatraz, Brown 
stated that he supported them and 
that he’d ‘‘give them beck any- 


thing eise they need, including a 
part of California,”’ 

After commenting on his 
support from the California Demo- 
cratic Council and other left-wing 
groups, he said, ‘I expect to 
get endorsements from conserva- 
tive groups — you'd be surprised 
how conservative I am,”’ 


About his overall record on 
military spending he stated, ‘‘I’ve 
once or twice voted for a military 
bill, but not very often,”’ 


Wade will oppose Assembly bill 
limiting student participation 


Alan D, Wade, dean of the 
School of Social Work at Sacra- 
mento State College, along with 
celected students and faculty mem- 
bers has proposed to talk with 
Senator Song concerning 5.B, 146 
which he introduced, The purpose 
of the bill is to limit student 
participation in the process of 
hiring, retention, and tenure of 
faculty members. 

Wade, in opposing the bill, urges 
students and faculty to do what- 
ever they can in order to achieve 
reconsideration and defeat of the 
bill. 

Wade, who last year set up 4 
policy of limited but meaningful 
participation of students in these 
decisions, stated that although au- 
thority remains in the hands of col- 
lege administrative officials ‘‘we 
have found that student participa- 
tion in the process has been re-

sponsible, pdicious, and = en- 
lightening to the faculty majority 
on all affected committees,”’ 
However, Senator Song, who 
introduced S.B, 146, believes that 
the placing of the power to hire 
and fire certain personne! in the 
hands of student groups has led 
to disruption and bitter conflicts 
between members of the student 
body, faculty and administrators. 
Although he is opposed to the 

hiring and firing of faculty by stu- 
dents, Song stated that he is not 
trying to eliminate all student 
participation in the selection of 
faculty and that the students may 
act as advisors in the selections,

Women face a greater handi- 
cap in college than do men; the 
reason: most college faculty are 
male and the student-teacher 
relationship between males. Men 
rarely have the handicap of 
sexuality in their student-teacher 
relationships because of the fact 
that few of their teachers are 
female; or male homosexuals. A 
male student would be outraged if 
he discovered that he would have 
to sleep with the teacher to get 
an A; female students accept this 
as something all women will meet 
in their college careers. 


Women have real problems in 
dealing with their male teachers — 
they can attempt to maintain an 
asemal!l relationship (which is 
necessarily more cold than a good 
male-male relationship), or they 
can behave as women and have a 
good chance of invoking attentions 
they never desired. Yes, there are 
occasional women who see how 
many faculty members they can 
seduce — but this ‘‘Don Juanism’’ 
is a rare phenomenon, and most 
girls would much prefer to have 
the sexual pressure taken off.

European acknowledgement of the Troupe’s 
impact and excellence has led to a prospective tour there in 1971 

Continual contact with the problems of students in America, which 
has been. openly expressed in recent years, engendered their 196‘ 
production, ‘‘Congress of the Whitewashers,” by Bertolt Brecht, 
Played throughout the Bay Area and on Northwestern colleges and uni- 
versities in 1969, the play places repression in the context of the 
capitalist state. The play presents the necessary recourse of the 
profit makers and big capitalists to repression when intellectual 
whitewash and acquience fails to stifle discontent and finally the ad- 
vance to revolution is the theme which Brecht presents.
